N PROSPERITY

Wage Increases, Bonuses, Profit-
Sharing, {nsurance Benefits,
Etc., Affect Many.

CAME AT APPROPRIATE TIME

Gave Workers Occaslon to Rejoice
During the Holidays—$300,000,000
Said to Have Been Distributed
—Woman Government Em-

ployees Want Raise.

Not less than 5,750,000 snlaried em-
ployees nnd wage workers had occa-
sion Lo rejolee during the holidays
over the prosperity prevailing in the
United Stutes. This estimate of the
aumber of persons wifected by the in-
